very uninviting Not an orchard or 
vineyard to be' seen, except one at 
Merced.. Grape vines are used to or- 
nament the windows, and only three 
were to be seen for that purpose. The 
land is light and sandy, and it requires 
a large amount of rain to produce a 
crop. This year the crop is nearly a 
failure on accuunt of there not having 
been rain enough. There is some 


good land, and the first timber to be 
seen on the road, to speak of, we see 
at} Tulare. We cross the Tehachepi 
mountains and one end of the Mojave 
desert, on which grows the yucco palm, 
which is as ugly as it is useless. It 
has no leaves and the branches are 
like clabs, The foliage is flat, stiff 
and spike-like, six to eight inches 
long, with a sharp point. © This covers 
| the entire tree, with the points turned 
dowh on the trunk and erect on the 
branches, They grow from one to 20. 
inches in diameter. The best country 
(after we cross a slight range of hills 
leaving this desert) we see as we ap- 
say Los Angeles ou the evtire road 

om Lathrop. Los Angeles is a nice 
town and fruit is plentiful. After 
leaving Los Angeles we seon come to 
the great Yuma desert, on which noth- 
ing grows but a little grease wood and 
mosquite timber; no birds, rabbits or 
insects save the snt for over 200 miles, 
and 4s much farther as you like to fol- 
low it, We cross on this desert a val- 
ley or depression 204 feet below the 
sea level, but we would not koow it 
if others had not found it out. Yuma 
is a small Spanish town cf 400 or 500 
people, most in adobe houses, and the 
country from there to Tucson is nearly 
barren until we come within a few 
miles of Tucson, Tucson has some 
nice buildings, but most of the build- 
ings are adobe; population ‘rom 6,000 
to 10,000, and it appears like a good 
business place. The railroad company 
have nice hotels built at all the good 
towns from San Francisco to Deming. 
Robinson’s show is here to-day.
